Representative Gallivan Wants Uncle Sam 
to Stop the Title Fight. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Denouncing Jack Dempsey as “a big bum” 
who dodged the draft, Representative Jimmy Gallivan of Massachusetts 
introduced a resolution in the House today to stop the world’s champion- 
ship prize fight until Congress grants a bonus to the veterans of the World 
Wer. Gallivan contended that Chicago bankers, Pittsburg steel magnates 
and Wall-street brokers who last winter swamped Congress with protests 
against the soldiers’ bonus are now falling over each other trying to pur- 
chase tickets, representing millions of dollars, for the big prize fight. In 
introducing the resolution Gallivan set forth his views as follows: 

“The millions which the Dempsey-Carpentier fight will cost the Amer- 
ican public could very easily be devoted to adjusting the pay of the real 
fighting men, namely, the young chaps who went into the Army and Navy 
of this country if the recent World War. It is a notorious fact that Deamp- 
sey showed himself to be a big ‘bum’ in that war when he dodged the 
draft, The men who will pay $50 for a ringside seat to look at these two 
fighters overwhelmed members of the last Congress with their letters to 
protest against paying a mere pittance of a soldiers’ bonus to real cham- 


pions.”

MARKING TIME 
FOR THE DEER. 


New Game Law Provides for 
a Month Later Season. 


Licensed Hunters May Enjoy 
It Ten Weeks by Travel. 


Are Not Ready for One-Buck 
Limit but Deer Are. | 


Licensed hunters of the south 
need no longer put off arranging 
| their vacations, as deer seasons for 
| the entire State have now been de- 
termined by the signing of Assem- 
bly Bill 1092. by Gov. Stephens. 
| ‘This bill virtually offers Los An- 
_geles’ army of riflemen the option 
|of two and one-half months in which 
to bag the still legal “Two male deer 
of forked horns or larger.” by op- 
ening in the up-coast counties of 
Fish and Game District Three, on 
August 1, as now, but closing Oc- 
tober 15 in the lower counties of 
“Fish and Game District Four.” 

In other words, the deer season 
that governs Los Angeles, San Ber- 
nardino, Riverside, mperial, San 
Diego and Orange counties is to 
®pen henceforth on the day it has 
closed for the last two years, name- 
ly September 16. 

Recommendations were made by 
the Fish and Game Comniission 
that the season in “Fish and Game 
District Four” be returned to the 
month of September, which is the 
most satisfactory compromise at- 
tainable between the natural sea- 
gons of the coast deer and the 
month later habits of those of the 
Inland ranges of Riverside and San 
Diego counties. The hunters of 
this latter district have been 
very insistent upon the later 
feer season, similar to that given 
the Southern Slerras, and at the 
last Legislature, carried their point 
under cover of a State-wide agita- 
tion of forestry and lumbering in- 
terests for a later deer season to 
reduce the fire hazard. 

DEER NEED HELP. 
Impossibility of adjusting an 
one-month deer season to suit all 
of the south. has long been recog- 
nized by the Fish and Game Com- 
mission. whose objection to a 
month's extension of the total open 
period within easy driving distance 
of Los Angeles was the general 
good of the deer supply. rather than 
any disinclination to meet local de- 


mands.

Attempts to secure a i six-week

tricts, it was felt best to try to nar- 
row down the deer season, and an 
attempt was made to cut the limit 
to one buck. The program was a 
little more drastic than the nimrods 
would support, their legislative rep- 
resentatives thought. 

Students of game conditions in 
Southern California have learned 
that to open a season early up the 
codst, and close it late, anywhere 
within a couple of hundred miles— 
one drive—treally amounts to 
a general open-season, equall the 
sum-total of the including dates, 
which is another obifection to fur- 
ther complication of districts.

INSPECTORS FIND $19,000 BUR- 


PINKERTON IS 
BEFORE CHIEFS. 


Noted Detective Tells Them 
of His Views. 


Interesting. 


Beginner is Hard to Catch; 
New Systems. 
(EXCLUSIVD DISPATCH} 


Pinkerton, noted detective and head 
of the organization bearing his 
name, was one of the interesting 
speakers at the convention of po- 
lice chiefs, now being held here. 
Mr. Pinkerton reviewed crime and 
criminals and their detection in his 


|address, and advocated the use of 


new, as well as old, systems by the 
various departments of the country. 
He said in part: 

I regret that my time has been 
so occupied of late that I ha not 
had the time to give the subject as 
much thought as I would wish, but 
I herewith submit for consideration 
a paper which I have rather hastily 
prepared: 

Although I have devoted nearly 
sixty years of my life to the de- 
tection of crime, and although 1 
have tried to draw some useful les- 
son from the study of each prob- 
lem so that I might learn my mis- 
takes, errors of judgment, or the 
mistakes of other detectives as he 
(the criminal) sees them, I feel 
that I have only made a beginning, 
that I have only scraped the sur- 
face. 

I belleve’ most of you will 
with me that the beginner in crime 
often displays craft and cunning 
that is equal, if not superior, to 
that of the hardened professional. 
That it is much more difficult to 
find the unconvicted sneak thief in 
the shop or factory, or the novice 
who is pilfering from the pockets 
of coats hanging in lockers which 
belong to his fellow-workman, than 
to find the professional pickpocket 
who operates in crowds. It is more 
dificult to soPwe the mystery of 
_somé homicides committed on im- 
/pulse and in the heat of passion 
| than it is to find the culprit in a

the professional burglar or house 
prowler after he has left the scene 
of his crime. 

You will agree with me, I think, 
when I say that if these desperate 
young hoodlums who are now ter- 
| rorizing all of your cities, these so- 
called “gunmen” and  “stick-ups” 
who are robbing banks and mer- 
chants in buildings and often in 
crowded thoroughfares, killing or 
maiming whoever may resist or 
stand in their way, are still active 
after more than three years of al- 
most uninterrupted success, it is 

use many of them are begin- 
ners in the.game. They are still un- 
catalogued. 

We have, in the present genera- 
tion, witnessed some wonderfu! 
strides in the methods of detecting, 
identifying and apprehending of 
criminals. The Bertillon and finger- 
print systems are new and yet the 
former is in danger of already be- 
coming obsolete. 

Bertillon measurements are rap- 
idly going into disuse because of 
the superior and simpler finger- 
print identificaton methods. Never- 
theless every police official and offi- 
cer should give careful study and 
consideration to the portion of the 
work dealing with vocal photog- 
raphy. While anthropometrical 
measurements are now becoming 
obsolete, vocal photography has 
never been developed to any 
marked degree in the United States 
and, as a result, many criminals 
escape detection because of faulty 
descriptions. 

The training of bloodhounds and 
police dogs is only now beginning 
to follow practical lines, and is in 
its infancy in the solving of crime 
mystery, but is already promising 
to go far, not only in. settling 
mooted questions of evidence such 
as the identification of blood stains 
upon the clothing of suspects, but in 
determining the appearance, per- 
sonality, occupation and habits of 
those guilty in| unwitnessed mur- 
ders, etc. The crime microscopist 
was unknown in detective work, ex- 
cept as to blood-stain identification, 
up to 1910, Today in several Eu- 
ropean countries, and in some 
American cities, his is one of the 
most important branches of police 
derartments. 

But for general utility in criminal 
identification, now that there is so 
much ill-considered criticism of the 
photographing of criminals before 
,conviction, the finger-print system 
of identification is most essential. 
No police department, no matter 
how small, should be unprepared to 
take finger prints, and every mem- 
ber of every department should be 
equipped with a pocket outfit for 
taking prints in any emergency. 

Handwriting experts have  ex- 
tended their field of usefulness and 
are increasingly helpful, though 
some of them still attempt to in- 
vade the field of the trained detec- 
tive without any preparatory train- 
ing in detective work. 

The science of handwriting study 
is yet comparatively new. I hope 
the time is coming when a compe- 
tent handwriting expert cannot be 
persuaded to testify on either side 
of a case. 

But the handwriting expert, the 
finger-print expert and the -micro- 
scopist and the vocal photographer 
have not learned by experience 
alone. It is because they have added 
continually to their fund of informa- 
tion by study that they have at- 
tained proficiency, just as it is by 
continuous study that some detec- 
tives have become proficient and 
have enlarged their sphere of use- 
fulnesa. 

Some effort should be made for 
the keeping of more adequate rec- 
orda, even to requiring removals of 
families or individuals from one 
home to another, from ‘one street 
or locality to another, or one city to 
another, to be reported to the police 
as is done in some countries of Eu- 
rope, 

I believe that police traiinng 
schools should be established in the 
cities of this country. The more 
ambitioug within reasonable bounds 
the better, and, though a few cities 
such as New York, Philadelphia, 
Detroit, Chicago, Cleveland, 
Louis and Berkeley, Cal., have made 
a start in that direction, it has been 
said that of Berkeley is considered 
the most comprehensive and ambi- 
tious. 

The pre-enrolliment training of a 
policeman should consist of a short 
course in deportment, crime classi- 
fication, arrests, fires and accidents. 
ordinances, felonies and misdemean- 
ors, assaults, homicide, larceny and 
robbery. burglary. descriptions of 
persons, buildings and localities, and 
preliminary investigation upon the 
discovery of indications that a 
crime has been committed. This 
training should be continued until 
the recruit either proves unfit for

Many néw buildings are being 
erected, while along the banks of 
the river boats, scows and lumber 
craft are being constructed. 

Peace River Crossing also is gar- 
nering its share of rush. This 
town is the temporary headquarters 
of the government parties going into 
the north country this year in addi- 
tion to of] prospectors. Ten gov- 
ernment parties are getting ready 
at Peace River or have already tak- 
en the field from this point, includ- 


ing four topographical. three 
geological and oné astronomical 
survey parties. Another govern- 


ment party will make an exhaustive 
report of the possibilities of the 
new oi] fields. 


PLENTY OF WATER. 


River men say that they will be 
eble to handle all freight offered 
for northern points, recent heavy 
raing having filled all northern 
streams and solved the problem of 
low water which threatened to tie 
up migration to the Mackenzie 
fields. 

In the meantime the activity at 
Fort McMurray and Peace River 
Crossing is growing in intensity 
datiy. Every train to the north is 
crowded and travelers from  pboth 
points say that accommodations are 
at a premium. One party leaving 
here for Fort McMurray took along 
their own bedding and shelter 
tents, reports being that they would 
be unable to obtain them on arrival. 
River craft are taking the water 
daily at both.these points. 

That dominion au rities antic- 
ipate some difficulty Ith parties of 
“Chechakoes"” or e@@wcomers, in 
the country is evident from the 
stringent regulationw governing en- 
try into the new lands. 


PERMITS REQUIRED.

Failing in this they 
must show that they have a grub 
stake t for a full twelve 
months or that they have the 
necessary orders on the tradirg 
posts already established to carry 
hey through for a year's supply of 
ood. 

Thus far few of those applying 
for permits have been refused by 
Police officials.

LONG PORTAGES. 


The sixteen-mile portage between 
Fort Fitzgerald and Fort Smith is 
expected to show considerable con- 
gestion when the rush starts, old- 
timers say, notwithstanding the 
presence of fifty teams ard sever!

sent to this strip of land to cope 
with the influx. |. 

The two natural routes leading to 
the Fort Norman fields are via 
Peace River Croesin.z and Fort Me- 
Murray. There are two other 
routes, however, which would lend 
the travelers in the new fields 
from six weeks to two months 
earlier than by either the Veace or 
McMurray lines, ‘but both these 
routes call for long portages and 
considerable outfit.

According to the association, some 
canners offered growers outside the 
_agsociation $40 a ton for c&nning 
pears, while other canneries sug- 
gested pre-war prices from $25 
| to $40 a ton to the association. These 
being below the cost of production, 
the association said, they were not 
seriously considered. 

Owing to the complete failure of 
the pear crop in Lake county, the 
association announced, other districts 
will dry more pears than usual.
